Carter sees no impropriety in CIA activity 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter says he hasn’t found anything il­ 
legal or improper in current CIA opera­ 
tions but acknowledges “ some degree of 
accuracy” in widespread reports of 
payoffs to King Hussein and other world 
leaders. 
At a news conference Wednesday, 
Carter displayed anger over news leaks 
he said could be “ extremely damaging” 
to the potential security of the country. 
He specifically expressed concern 
about the number of people in the ex­ 


ecutive branch and Congress who have 
access to CIA information, and said he 
wants to reduce that number. 
Carter’s schedule today included a 
meeting with U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce officials and visiting the Tran­ 
sportation and State Departments to get 
acquainted with the workers. 
At his televised and broadcast news 
conference, the President said a $5 
billion to $7 billion slash in the defense 
budget is a goal “ that will be reached,” 
but he could not say when. 


Carter indicated the controversial B1 
bomber may be a bargaining chip on 
arms control. “ If we can have a general 
lessening of tension, a demonstrated 
commitment on their (Soviet Union) 
part toward disarmament, it would cer­ 
tainly make it less likely that we wpuld 
go ahead with the B l,” he said. 
Asked about allegations that Hussein 
and other foreign leaders received 
millions of dollars in CIA payments over 
the past 20 years, Carter said: 
“ I have adopted a policy ... of not com­ 


menting directly on any specific CIA ac­ 
tivity, but I can tell you that I have begun 
a complete analysis, which will be com­ 
pleted within the next week, of all ac­ 
tivities by the CIA.” 
“ I have received substantial reports 
already ... I have not found anything il­ 
legal or improper,” he added, saying 
that if he discovered improprieties he 
would take immediate action and inform 
the American people. 
Carter again was asked about his 
policy of going public on the human 


rights question, and said “ I will continue 
to do so.” 
He reserved his harshest criticism for 
Uganda where he said “ the actions there 
have disgusted the entire civilized 
world.” 
On other issues, Carter said: 
— He will unveil his comprehensive 
energy package at a joint session of 
Congress April 20, and will send his 
proposal for creation of a new energy 
department to Congress early next week 
— He supports public financing of 


Congressional elections, elimination of 
the electoral college and simplifying 
registration procedures so everyone can 
vote. 
— Improvement of relations with Cuba 
awaits “ some tangible evidence” that 
Cuba is willing to restore rights to 
political prisoners and change its at­ 
titude “ toward overseas adventures such 
as the one in Angola ” 
— He supports deregulation of natural 
gas for a limited four to five years, but 
would leave existing contracts in effect. 
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Far-ranging late 
storm hurls snow 
tornadoes at U.S. 


F PC favors 
Oxnard as 
LNG port

A far-ranging late winter storm today 
piled foot-deep snows and mammoth 
drifts on the upper Midwest, blanketed a 
wide belt of the Plains with the worst 
dust clouds in decades and sent tor­ 
nadoes spinning through the Southeast. 
The National Weather Service labeled 
the onslaught of snow, wind-hiked dust 
and tomadic winds, in its second day. 
“ the first major outbreak of the 1977 
severe weather season.” 
Highway officials urged motorists to 
stay off highways in the Red River 
Valley of the North because of heavy, 
blowing snow and off highways in 
northern Wisconsin because of snow, icy 
roads and fog 


Fourteen inches of snow piled on 
Crookston, Minn.. and six to eight inches 
bogged Thief River Falls, Roseau and 
Morris. 


Four-wheel-drive vehicles rescued 
motorists stranded in ditches between 
Crookston and Grand Forks, N.D., and 
three ambulances took pregnant women 
to Grand Forks hospitals 


“ They made it,” said Deputy Sheriff 
Don Fall of Polk County, Minn. 
Trucker Laroy Freiborg of Renville, 
Minn., was electrocuted when he touched 
the cab of his semi truck after it slid off a 
road and smashed into a power pole near 
Windom. Minn. 
Power failures knocked off light and 
heat in hundreds of homes in the upper 
Midwest and chilled animals at Como 
Park Zoo in St. Paul. Ash Wednesday 
services were called off in many 
churches. Mount Olivet Lutheran Church 
in south Minneapolis held services—with 
candles. 
An apparent tornado overturned a 
house trailer and a camper early today 
near Ashford, Ala , injuring one woman 
slightly. Other twisters or high winds 
damaged buildings and trees at Eutaw 
and Aliceville, Ala., and wind damage 
was reported near Pensacola, Fla., and 
Columbia. S.C. 
Wednesday tornadoes killed a 3-year- 
old boy in Mississippi and an elderly 
woman in Missouri. The National 
Weather Service counted 10 tornadoes in 
the Midwest and South. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Federal Power Commission staff said today that Ox­ 
nard, Calif., is the best of three proposed sites for a liquefied natural gas import ter­ 
minal on the West Coast but that the plant should have more earthquake protection 
than originally planned. 
In testimony before FPC administrative law judge Samuel Gordon, commission 
witnesses said the terminal should be designed to withstand an earthquake register­ 
ing 7.5 on the Richter Scale rather than 7 as initially proposed. 
The staff’s testimony was the first formal presentation of an environmental impact 
statement prepared for the proposed sites at Oxnard, Point Conception and Los 
Angeles, all in California. 
Commission staff officials also said they have Ho basic objection to granting a Cali­ 
fornia request that any FPC site decision be made contingent on the approval of state 
and local authorities. 
Robert L Solomon, program and policy chief for the state’s Energy Resources 
Conservation and Development Commission, made the request in testimony Wednes­ 
day The state is still carrying out environmental studies on all three sites. 
the proposed import terminal at Oxnard would initially handle liquefied gas 
brought by tanker from Indonesia by Pacific Indonesia LNG Co. of Los Angeles. The 
fuel would unloaded there by Western LNG Terminal Co.. changed from a liquid back 
into a vapor and sold to Southern California Gas Co. 
Initial plans call for the terminal to handle 75 ships a year, each capable of carry­ 
ing up to 130,000 cubic meters of gas The proposal also provides, however, for possi­ 
ble expansion up to 443 ships a year to handle tankers carrying gas from Alaska. 
Staff witnesses said it would be “ considerably less environmentally dama&ng” to 
have one import terminal than to have three. In addition, they said. Oxnard is a bet­ 
ter location than Point Conception, while “ Los Angeles harbor was not recognized by 
the environmental staff as a viable alternative site.” 
Teacher bargaining 
agent election looms 
Brown's substitute 
for death penalty 
measure introduced

An election could be held in March to 
determine an exclusive bargaining 
representative for teachers and thus 
clear the way for negotiations under the 
state’s new collective bargaining law 
That possibility seemed certain today 
as the state’s three-member Education 
Employe Relations Board prepared to 
act on a staff recommendation aimed at 
speeding up the process. The board has 
been in the process of handing down a 
ruling for Lompoc, on who is in and who 
is not in a bargaining unit 
Next Tuesday, the board will consider 
the following: “ Proposal for immediate 
promulgation of orders directing elec­ 
tions in certificated cases decided by the 
board itself, but in which no opinion has 
been finally prepared and signed by the 
board itself.” 
Lompoc and three other school dis­ 
tricts are listed as being affected by the 
proposal. 


If the board acts favorably on the 
proposal and notifies Lompoc Unified 
School District that week, it is likely an 
election could be carried out during 
March Assistant Supt Alice Milligan 
said she would sit down with leaders of 
Lompoc Education Association and Lom­ 
poc Federation of Teachers when she is 
notified, to lay down some ground rules, 
and pick some tentative election dates 
for E E R B consideration. It is E E R B 
that will conduct the election. 


At stake is the right to be the exclusive 
representative for the district’s es­ 
timated 475 classroom teachers. LEA 
and LFT have been in contention for that 
right 


Similar legislation by Sen. Milton 
Marks, R-San Francisco, is in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. Unlike the Marks 
proposal, the Knox bill would retain the 
governor’s authority to commute a 
sentence 
The State Supreme Court on Dec. 7 
struck down the California death penalty 
statute on grounds that it failed to con­ 
form to the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
requirement that mitigating circum­ 
stances must be considered before the 
death sentence can be returned. 
Knox said that under his bill the judge 
or jury would be “ able to judge each 
case on the basis of the individual facts 
— the mitigating or aggravating circum­ 
stances of the specific case — before 
arriving at a just decision ” 
He said the proposal would be con­ 
stitutional, enforceable and would “ have 
a deterrent effect on criminals.”

Rebate laced 
with rhetoric 


WASH INGTO N 
(U P I) - 
You’re going to get a lot of 
rhetoric, pro and con, with your 
$50 tax rebate. 
The House demonstrated that 
Wednesday when it approved a 
new budget ceiling of $419 
billion for this fiscal year, a lit­ 
tle m ore than enough to accom ­ 
m o d ate the fir s t y e a r of 
C arter’s $31 billion economic 
stim ulus plan. 
The vote w as 239 to 169 The 
budget resolution now goes to 
conference to settle relatively 
minor differences with a Senate 
version. 
The House didn’t have to 
debate the rebate because, 
while the resolution allows for 
tax cuts, it doesn’t say what

That is left to later 
legislation 
But the congress­ 
men were in a debating mood.

Budget Com m ittee 
Chairman Robert Giaim o, D- 
Conn., said a s his staff figured 
it, Rousselot’s plan would cut 
$19 billion from federal reve­ 
nues this y ear and reduce 
spending by $14 billion, wiping 
out all of C arter’s stimulus. 
O ther D em o crats said it 
would favor the rich over the 
poor and make it harder for 
Congress either to balance the 
budget or start new program s 
in the future.

Ranger tells fascinating story 


So famous is La Puris.ma Mission that 
t . s venetimes called the Williamsburg 
of the West So declared Ranger Dick 
Edwards guest speaker at the February 
1«k neon meeting of Lompoc Alpha Club 
Introduced by Dian 
Mrs 
Harvey* 
Clark Edwards showed picture slides of 
the Mission and its surroundings as he 
told its history His collection is exten­ 
sive beginning with pictures of the first 
miss »or site established Dec 8 
1787 
Chumash Ind.aas whose help was of the 
greatest importance the havoc of the 
earthquake in 1812 and the beginning of 
the new mission at its present site 
Following through the pictures show 
the secularization and subsequent decay 
of the Mission its re-building through 
the work of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps <CCC 
assigned for development 
work with the National Park Service 
oegmmng in July 1934 La Purisima Mis­ 
sion was ceremoniously opened to the 
public Dec 7 1941 as a state historic 
monument Smoe that time it has been 
maintained protected and kept open to 
the public by the Department of Parks 
and Recreation 
Site of the first Mission he observed 
is dearly evidenced by the many a r­ 
tifacts and crumbling ruins still to be 
found particularly at the end of South F 
Street Her»- the actual remains of a wall 
are still standing Across the street a 
layer of tile can be seen submerged in a 
bank Across the gully from the railroad 
tracks another layer of submerged tile 
can also be noted One can visualize the 
devastation of the earthquake on Dec 21 
1812 which split the mountain asunder 
and brought most of the Mission tumbl- 


ng down The following terrific rains 
washed the earth down and finished what 
had been left of the Mission 
Consequently a new site was chosen 
and the new Mission erected in what was 
considered a much better position, being 
across the Santa Ynez River and on 
higher land 
Edwards has been a ranger for 11 
years the last five of these at Lompoc 
He holds degrees m landscaping botany 
and horticulture 
The birthdays of Abraham Lincoln and 
G eorge W ashington furnished 
the 
decorations for the luncheon The dining 
room ruche held large cutouts of the 
famous Presidents, flanking a center­ 
piece of red and white carnations purple 
and yellow gladioli 
baby breath and 
green foliage The long tables were laid 
with white cloths, red napkins and 
placemats 
and were decorated with 
small cherry trees — complete with 
axes 
A trail of vines centered each 
table

An extensive discussion on 
the necessity of making the 
public aware of the need to con­ 
serve water as a result of the 
current statewide drought and 
concern that the supply of 
electrical power may be insuf­ 
ficient to operate district 
pumps, highlighted a meeting 
of the board of trustees of the 
Santa Ynez River Conservation 
District. Improvement District 
No 1 Tuesday night 
A public awareness program 
on the water shortage and the 
possible implementation of con­ 
servation measures will be 
carried out by the district in 
cooperation with a pair of other 
Santa Ynez Valley water ser­ 
vice agencies — the Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im p ro v em en t 
District and the Buellton Com­ 
munity Services District 
All of the districts will work 
through the news media as well 
as with direct communication 
with their respective customers 
in carrying out the infor­ 
mational program. 
In addition, the water district 
hopes to get the Agricultural 
Extension Service 
involved 
with the staging of community 
meetings and dissemination of 
water conservation 
informa­ 
tion. 
Directors also aired at length 
the need of obtaining assurance 
of obtaining a constant supply 
of electrical power One district 
official said the power question 
was equally as important as the 
supply of water, noting the dis­ 
trict must have adequate power 
to pum p w hat w a ter is • 
available 
“Roiling blackouts could be 
disastrous to the d istrict 
operation,” District Secretary 
Amie Meisgeier commented. 
Board members also noted 
that as the level of water 
storage at Lake Cachuma 
behind Bradbury Dam goes 
lower, the need for pumping 
becomes greater. 
At the present time there is 


sufficient storage in Cachuma 
to fill the district's Zone 1 
reservoir east of Solvang 
behind Janin Acres by gravity 
flow 
It was pointed out that the 
le v el of Cachum a is a p ­ 
proaching the point where it 
may be necessary to start 
thinking about pumping into the 
Zone I reservoir which would 
result in an added electrical 
load 
In other business, district 
manager Thomas M Petersen 
reported that the repair work to 
Zone 2 reservoir north of 
Ballard was completed Feb 11 
and filling of the facility direct­ 
ly from Cachuma began Feb. 
11 
It was reported that all 
useage from the system is on 
Cachuma due to the heavy 
areawide agricultural irriga­ 
tion which has been going on for 
the past week 
D irectors authorized the 
ordering of the district’s basic 
allotment of 3,300 acre feet of 
water from Cachuma for the 


next water year and agreed to 
request the U S 
Bureau of 
Reclamation for the district's 
full pro rata shate of surplus 
water from Cachuma 
The 
bureau, it was said, has a total 
of 2.000 acre feet of surplus 
water which will be allocated 
on a percentage basis to par­ 
ticipating entities who express 
a desire for a share of the sur­ 
plus supply. 
Approval was given to main 
extensions to three single fami­ 
ly residences 
in Los Olivos 
for Dennis Cunningham on a 
two-lot development: another 
to Albert Petersen on a 12-acre 
parcel along Alamo Pintado 
Road east of Alamo Pintado 
Creek for both a dwelling and 
some irrigation, and another to 
Al Woodward of Los Olivos at 
the old Smith place which had 
previously been served by a 
small well 
A can-and-will-serve letter 
was authorized for Tract 12.409 
in the southwest section of the 
original Santa Ynez Oaks 
development

The Valley’s basketball teams take their acts on the road 
tomorrow night for the opening round of the CIF Southern 
Section 3-A playoffs. 
Opposition will be provided by a team with a recent history 
of first-round playoff heartbreaks, and a team with a solid 
all-senior lineup and an even more solid record 
The Lompoc Braves (7-3 in league, 10-13 overall) play the 
Sierra High Spartans (12-2, 19-6) in Whittier. The Cabrillo 
Conqs (7-3,16-8) take on the Monrovia Wildcats (12-2. 19-6) in 
Monrovia Both games start at 8 p m. 
The playoffs consist of 32 teams and it's single-elimination. 
A team must win four straight to get to the championship 
game 
At Monrovia, coach Arvin Wenzel berg and his Wildcats 
would like to put an end to a four-year jinx 
This is 
Wenzelberg’s fifth year as head coach. In each of the 
previous four seasons Monrovia has made the playoffs, then 
lost in the opening round. 
First they lost to Murphy by three points and Murphy went 
on to win the title Then they lost a close one to Ganesha. 
Two years ago it was a narrow loss to Camarillo (the same 
team that knocked Cabrillo out in the second round), and last 
year a loss to La Mirada on a shot at the buzzer 
This year, with no big man on the team, the Wildcats sur­ 
vived enough close games to win the Mission Valley League 


title. Monrovia won five of its games by a combined total of 
12 points. 
That’s a record similar to the Conqs’, whose last two 
league wins were by one point each. 
Wenzelberg characterizes his team as “surprising to a lot 
of people,” “capable of being beaten by anyone.” and “play­ 
ing our best ball right now ” 
The surprise is that a team with no starter over 6-2. and 
not much experience, could win the Mission Valley league 
The Wildcats’ erratic play in some games has convinced 
Wenzelberg that his team was indeed capable of losing to 
anyone. 
(Monrovia twice beat Arroyo High by one point. Cabrillo 
beat Arroyo by 22 points in a tournament.) 
But a win last week over Schurr. after being down 15 points 
with six minutes to go. also convinced the coach that his 
team is ready to play 
Monrovia’s top player is 6-0 forward-guard Kevin Barron, 
who scored 20 3 points per game in league (second to the 
leader, who averaged 20.4), and nine rebounds. 
Andy Montgomery (6-1) averaged 11 points and was the top 
assist man. 
The “big men” are Jerry Cummins and sophomore Curtis 
Burnett, both 6-2, who alternate at center 
“ Anyone that’s our size, we play tough,” says Wenzelberg 
“Our centers have done a good job on defense and keeping 


big men off the boards. If we run into a team that has a cou­ 
ple big men, we re sunk.” 
The Wildcat coach admits his team is in trouble if 
Cabrillo’s 6-6 Brice “Swat” Searles gets hot. Not many 6-2 
defenders, even good leapers, are likely to block Searles’ 
high-release. fall-back jumpers that have helped pad his 19 
point average. 
Wenzelberg’s club runs if the fast break is there, and can 
also play ball-control, as shown in a 28-26 win over La 
Mirada. 
The coach has a solid scouting report on the Conqs. “We ll 
be prepared for anything they do. and I’m sure they’ll be 
prepared for anything we do,” he said. 
Over in Whittier, at Sierra High, coach Virgil Robertson 
has a well-balanced squad with seven senior “starters.” The 
Spartans boast a front line of 6-4, 6-4 and 6-3. 
The leading scorer is 6-4 forward Kyle Palmer, hitting 19 2 
points per game for the season 
Three others—Mark 
Pangbom (6-2). Perry Hause (6-0) and Mark Koza (5-10)— 
each average 12 points a game. 
Same balance in rebounding, with Palmer. Pangborn and 
Koza sharing the load. 
Koza is the only starter back from last year s team. 
“Were not a real run-and-shoot type ballclub,” says 
Robertson “We have a happy medium between the run-and- 
shoot and the control offense. We don’t shoot that much;

Like Monrovia, the Spartans have had some P13?0 
frustrations in recent years. This is Sierra’s third straig 
league championship. They lost their last two opening-rouna 
playoff games by a total of seven points.

Holmes tells his 
version to jury 


AMARILLO. Tex (UPI) - Pittsburgh 
Steelers defensive tackle Ernie Holmes 
has testified he gave a panhandler $20 in 
a motel restroom and did not know the 
silver cylinder he was given in return 
contained cocaine 
The six men and six women on the jury 
must decide if Holmes was aware on the 
night of Jan 
31, 1976. that he was 
purchasing 250 milligrams of cocaine 
when he took the cylinder from an un­ 
identified man. The jury was scheduled 
to hear closing arguments today and then 
begin deliberations 
If convicted, H olm es could be 
sentenced to from 2 to 20 years in prison. 
Holmes testified Wednesday he gave a 
man a $20 bill and some change only 
because the man who confronted him in 
a motel restroom begged for money. 
“A gentleman came out of the stall and 
said Hi, brother,’” Holmes said. “He 
said he was trying to get home and 
wanted me to loan him some money. I 
was pretty loaded with fluids. 
“He kept asking me to give him money 


to get home. I told him I didn't have any 
money tc loan But he asked me to buy a 
silver bullet. I really didn’t want to talk 
to him. I was just trying to assist him.” 
District Attorney Tom Curtis, on 
cross examination, told Holmes: 
“A silver bullet is something you snort 
cocaine out of." 
“I didn’t know that, I thought it was a 
silver bullet,” said Holmes. 
The prosecution called four witnesses, 
the key one plainclothes officer Jack 
Magee Magee testified he was the first 
of three officers to walk into the 
restroom as Holmes was trying to deter­ 
mine what was in the cylinder he had 
been given. Magee said he and his fellow 
officers were in the motel checking the 
bar for prostitutes 
The other two policemen— Floyd 
Burke and Rodney Murphy—then 
testified that although they originally 
filed a report that said they saw 
something pass between the unidentified 
man and Holmes, they now were not sure 
what they saw

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Huge new salaries 
don't rankle Mays

NEW YORK (UPI) — Everyone’s asking 
Willie Mays the same thing, what if? He has 
heard the question so many tim es now, he only 
listens and laughs. 
What if he could roll hack the calendar a dozen 
years or so to when he was hitting SO home runs 
a season, driving in more than 100 runs and 
averaging well over .900, and he could sell 
him self as a free agent the way ballplayers can 
today, Willie Mays keeps getting asked. 
“If ... if ... if,” he always answers. “I don’t 
like that word ‘if.’ I enjoyed my time and it’s 
finished now. I got paid well and I don’t like to 
look back. I still think the players of today 
should get all they can although some of the 
salaries do sound a little ridiculous. Me envious? 
Of who? Of what?” 
At his peak, Willie Mays made $165,000 a 
season, which isn’t peanuts even today. His 
yearly incom e now still is in six figures 
representing three different organizations, the 
Colgate-Palmolive Company, the Ogden Food 
Corporation and the Mets, whom he’s getting 
ready to join in spring training next week. 
The curious thing about the man who thrilled 
so many during his 22 years with the Giants and 
Mets is that he made countless friends in 
baseball but never became overly close with any 
of them. 
“Purposely,” he explains. “ I saw what hap­ 
pened to players on the sam e club who had 
formed a strong friendship and then one of them 
was traded away, and I didn’t ever want that to 
happen to me. I’ll give you an example of what I 
mean When George Foster cam e to the Giants, 
everybody im mediately liked him very much. I 
felt like a father to him. 
“When he was traded to Cincinnati, our whole 
club was shook up. We were 8 4 gam es in front 
and didn’t think he should’ve been traded ...” 
“We kept in contact and if you remember the 
World Series two years ago, he made a great 
throw from left field to get (Denny) Doyle at the 
plate in the ninth inning and kept the Red Sox 
from winning the game. I sent him a telegram. 
Later, I called him in Cincinnati and told him

how proud I w as of him because he was beginn­ 
ing to do all those things I knew he could. I told 
him he didn’t need me anymore, he could stand 
up for him self now.

It isn’t generally known, but Joan Payson, the 
late owner of the Mets, offered the Giants nearly 
a million dollars for Willie Mays a couple of 
years before he actually cam e to the Mets. When 
they eventually did get him, Mays remembers 
Mrs. Payson calling him over to the rail at Shea 
Stadium one day. 
“She never called me Willie, she called me 
‘son,’” he says. “She said to me, ‘We know you 
can’t play the way you used to, but playing is not 
that important because we feel you are part of 
the fam ily and we want you to be a part of the 
Mets as long as you live.’ Later, on the night I 
retired, she was having some trouble seeing 
when I cam e over to give her som e flowers but I 
knew she recognized my voice. She asked me 
what they were when I handed her the flowers. 
‘R oses,’ I told her. ‘These flowers are for you— 
for what you did for m e.’ I can’t tell you what 
happened after that because I choked up.” 
Next year will mark five years since Willie 
Mays finished as an active player and com e the 
winter of 1978 he’s a cinch to make it straight 
into the Hall of Fam e the first time out of the 
chute. Anybody who doesn’t vote for Willie Mays 
wouldn’t have voted for Babe Ruth, either. 
Some people talked to him about the Hall of 
Fam e Wednesday at the Concord Hotel in the 
Catskill Mountains where he answered as many 
questions as he could at one of those special 
sports forums. When he finished answering 
questions, he signed autographs for alm ost an 
hour and one 16-year-old who asked for his 
signature told him his name was Hank Aaron. 
“ You serious?” W illie said to the boy. 
“Where’s your ID?” “ I left it up in my room, but 
I’ll go get it for you,” said the teen-ager. “ Here, 
look at the initials on my ring.” 
“Okay, okay, I believe you,” Mays laughed, 
signing his name.

Washington caliing by Marquis Childs 
Protest with caution 


WASHINGTON - In the closed world 
of the Soviet Union the voice of the dissi­ 
dents is like a cry in the night. 
Courageous men and women, their plight 
is a reproach to the free world The 
Carter administration at various levels 
is protesting the treatment of these in­ 
dividuals who are ask­ 
ing for the right of 
self-expression or in 
many instances the 
right to emigrate. 
While no one can 
fault the noble inten­ 
tion of these protests 
there is a question as 
to the practical effect 
they may have first of 
all. of course, on the 
dissidents themselves 
OL 
and then on the rela- 
tions between the two 
super-powers. 
In the debate now 
going on. one faction, 
wholly sym pathetic 
with the tragedy of the 
dissidents, believes that public state­ 
ments of protest by officials can only 
harden the attitude of the rulers in the 
Kremlin 


It will increase the persecution they 
must endure and result in longer prison 
sentences and exile in the prison camps 
of Siberia At his press conference Presi­ 
dent Carter was asked whether he 
thought that speaking out on human 
rights would jeopardize relations with 
the Soviet Union. 


Carter replied that he had told both 
Chairman Leonid Brezhnev and Ambas­ 
sador Anatoly Dobrynin that he reserved 
the right to speak out strongly and 
forcefully “whenever human rights are 
threatened.’* He added that he thought 
there had been progress in the Soviet 
Union with the number of Jews permit­ 
ted to emigrate increased in the last few 
months.

President Dwight Eisenhower 
moved very close to agreement in 1960 
until the U-2 spy plane was shot down 
over Sverdlovsk liiat pul an end to the 
Eisenhower quest for peace, which had 
been his great goal 
The dark and baffling nature of that 
closed world defies rational analysis. It 
is not the Jews alone who want out of 
that prison house 
The Catholics in Lithuania have a deep 
sense of oppression and their occasional 
demonstrations have been savagely put 
down 
In the East the Kazaks, the Turkmens 
and other Asian peoples absorbed into 
the Russian empire are sources of dis­ 
content 
It has gone on for a very long time. In 
his recently published “The Shadow of 
the Winter Palace,” Edward Crankshaw 
recounts with brilliant detail what 
czarism meant in the brutalization of a 
government and a whole people Beginn­ 
ing with the abortive Decembrist revolu­ 
tion of 1825 aimed at overthrowing 
Nicholas I. savage oppression was the 
rule with the program and instrument of 
policy That is the tragic hertiage of this 
nuclear age 


WASHINGTON — Jerry McAfee is an 
affable, avuncular fellow, with a benign 
face, who looks more like a minister 
than an oil tycoon. As chairman of the 
mighty Gulf Oil Corporation, he took of­ 
fense at our recent charge that Gulf had 
withheld natural gas from its lower- 
paying customers. 
We w rote in the 
February 14 column 
that Gulf in 1971 began 
cutting back the flow 
to Texas Eastern, a 
giant pipeline serving 
16 states. Yet the oil 
c o m p a n y , 
we 
suggested naughtily. 
" s e e m e d to h ave 
plenty of gas to sell 
other 
customers at 
higher prices." 
The ABC television 
n etw o rk 
in v ite d 
McAfee lo confront 
me on the "Good 
M orning 
A m erica 
show." "By golly," 
said the friendly oilman, “we have been 
producing every cubic foot of gas that 
we've been able to. Our people have been 
working overtime day and night." 
I noted that Gulf had contracted to 
pump 625 million cubic feet of gas into 
the pipeline every day but that the actual 
deliveries had been closer to 400 million 
cubic feet 
"The temporary shortfall that has 
been involved has been the result of cir­ 
cumstances beyond our control," he ex­ 
plained 
I read to him the verdict of an ad­ 
ministrative law judge, suggesting that 
Gulf withheld "gas from the interstate 
market until the price has been driven up 
in violation of federal antitrust laws ” 
“We thoroughly, emphatically, com­ 
pletely dispute it.” said McAfee. 
“Isn't it true ..." I asked, "that at the 
same time you’ve been withholding this 
gas from Texas Eastern — gas that you 
would have been required under the con­ 
tract to sell at a very cheap rate — you 
had been selling gas at far more expen­ 
sive rates to other customers?" 
‘’The gas that we’ve been selling in­ 
trastate Texas," McAfee said, “has been 
gas that's completely outside the Texas 
Eastern supply area " 
I pointed out that Gulf had an "uncon­ 
ditional contract” with Texas Eastern, 
not limited to any specific supply area 
“In other words," I suggested, "you 
have plenty of gas as long as the price is 
right." 
"No that’s wrong.” protested McAfee 
He repeated that the “contract calls for 
us to deliver gas to the Texas Eastern 
Company from a particular area We are 
doing that." 
The brief debate goes to the heart of 
the natural gas controversy — that is, 
the nagging public suspicion that the oil 
companies have been holding back gas 
for higher prices. 
Now the House Investigations Subcom­ 


mittee, headed by Rep. John Moss. D - 
Calif., has added its voice to the con­ 
troversy. In a detailed report today on 
the Gulf Oil case, the subcommittee has 
totally confirmed our findings 
The report charges that "Gulf has 
failed to meet its contractual ... obliga­ 
tion to deliver full contract volumes to 
Texas Eastern,” yet at the same time, 
"Gulf has made other natural gas sales 
at higher prices during the time it has 
been underdelivering to Texas Eastern ." 
Adds the document sternly: "Gulf and 
Texas Eastern may have engaged in a 
conspiracy in violation of federal law to 
withhold gas from the interstate market 
until the price is right." 
The reason the company failed to 
deliver all the gas it had promised, ac­ 
cording to the report, was "a failure to 
develop the many leases it already had.” 
The subcommittee points out that the 
company "expended only an average of 
$15 million annually in Texas and 
Southern Louisiana on gas exploration." 
The congressmen considered this to be 
petty change compared to the $140 
million that Gulf rakes in from interstate 
gas sales each year. 
Concludes the report: 
"Gulf has 
violated the Natural Gas Act by failing to 
meet its commitment to deliver 625 
million cubic feet per day to Texas 
Eastern” 


BUSINESS BIAS: In the past, U.S. em­ 
bassies have functioned virtually as 
branch offices for private business in­ 
terests. The State Dept., of course, is 
supposed to protect American interests 


abroad, but it is not required to adapt 
U.S. foreign policy to please the corpora­ 
tions. 
The State Dept, has often taken its 
policies, for example, right out of the ex­ 
ecutive suites of the oil companies. When 
Big Oil couldn’t get what it wanted in 
foreign countries, the embassies tried to 
get it for them. 
Now all this is going to change; the tail 
will no longer wag the dog, United Na­ 
tions Ambassador Andrew Young told 
us. U.S. foreign policy will be deter­ 
mined in the White House, not the cor­ 
porate board rooms, he said. American 
corporations operating overseas will be 
expected to help carry out U.S. policy, 
rather than the other way around. 
For example, U.S. banks that have 
made heavy loans to the white regimes 
of southern Africa will be asked to pres­ 
sure those countries into changing their 
racial policies. Young told us. 
NEW WASHINGTON LANGUAGE: 
Budget boss Bert Lance, taking his cue 
from President Jimmy Carter, is trying 
to change the strange language that is 
spoken in Washington He has decreed 
that acronyms and abbreviations should 
no longer be used in official letters and 
reports. This may help to make them un­ 
derstandable to the public at large. 
For years, the official bureaucratic 
language has been laced with acronyms. 
" T he 
D ictio n a ry of N aval 
Ab­ 
breviations." for example, is known as 
DICNAVAB 
This strange word may 
make sense to those who speak expert 
Pentagonese, but in Plains, Ga., DIC­ 
NAVAB may as well be Chinese.

Hide the nutmeg! 


The last is questionable. According to 
the Embassy of Israel the number who 
emigrated in November was 1.550, in 
December it was 1.820 But in January 
the total dropped to 1.250 


In the last six months of 1976 7,300 
Jews emigrated from the Soviet Union, 
according to the Israel embassy. Of this 
number 3.700 went to Israel while the 
balance went to the West, although in ap­ 
plying for a visa they had stated their in­ 
tention to go to Israel. Arriving at the 
clearance center in Vienna, many 
changed their original intention, with a 
number coming to the United States. 


The flow of emigrants into Israel is of 
vital concern to the Jewish state. To 
promote the upward movement of the 
economy, an annual influx of 250,000 or 
more is essential The last great poten­ 
tial pool is the Soviet Union where there 
are an estim ated 3,000,000 Jew s. 
Somewhere between 200,000 and 300,000 
are said to have asked to emigrate. In 
most instances this means if not loss of a 
job then the end of any chance of promo­ 
tion or further education for younger ap­ 
plicants 
The high point was in 1972-73 when 
33,000 Jews left the Soviet Union Then 
came Sen Henry M Jackson’s amend­ 
ment to the U S -Soviet trade bill requir­ 
ing freedom of exit for any Societ 
citizen Moscow denounced this as in­ 
tervention in Soviet domestic affairs and 
shortly afterward repudiated the treaty.

While I was away from the office for a 
couple of days last week covering the 
first flight of the Shuttle Orbiter at 
Edwards Air Force Base, someone 
brought in a note with a clipping at­ 
tached, presumably from The Record 
I say presumably because I checked 
back through several 
issues and wasn’t able 
to find it anywhere 
Anyway, in case it 
caused the rest of you 
any trouble, here is 
what the clipping said: 
‘‘To d isp o se of 
broken glass, razor 
blades and jagged tin 
cans, wrap them well 
in paper and mark 
th em 
c le a r ly 
to 
eliminate hazards for 
the rubbish collector 
Omit nutm eg gar­ 
nish." 
The note to which 
the foregoing clipping 
was attached made 
these comments: 
“I have been keeping house for 44 
years and have NEVER garnished 
my trash with nutmeg to eliminate 
hazards for my rubbish collector. 
"I feel that I have been a dismal 
failure What can I do to make amends? 
Please advise 
Since the note was unsigned, my only 
recourse, if I am to give a reply, is to do 
so in this space. Perhaps there are some 
others out there who will benefit from 
this advice. 
Actually, madame, you have no reason 
to feel that you have been a dismal 
failure. 
You’ll notice that the household hint 
suggests that to eliminate hazards for 
the rubbish collector, you should OMIT 
the nutmeg garnish. 
Since you point out that you have 
NEVER garnished your garbage with 
nutmeg, you have been doing exactly the 
proper thing for all these years. 
The fact is, it is those sadistic confor­ 
mists out there who insist on garnishing 
their rubhish with nutmeg who are the 
real culprits. I suspect that if it keeps up, 
there will be some agitation soon for the 
City Council to pass an ordinance making 
it a misdeameanor, at least, to sprinkle 
nutmeg on well-wrapped and clearly 
marked hazardous trash 
My advice to you and to others in your 
situation is to keep on doing just as you 
have been doing for 44 years and do not, 
under any circumstances, yield to the 
temptation to sneak in a little nutmeg 
with your rubbish. 
If I were you. I’d take the further 
precaution of putting the nutmeg up on 


the highest shelf in the kitchen cabinet 
where it can be reached only with the aid 
of the three-step stool. 
There is always the chance that one of 
your grandchildren who can’t read the 
household hints will get hold of the 
nutmeg can and cut loose with it in the 
garbage container. 
Then there would be a real disaster! 
This inquiry has raised another good 
point, and unfortunately, I am not 
enough of a home economist to know how 
to deal with it. Perhaps we should write 
to Polly’s Pointers for some first-hand 
information 
We know, of course, from reading the 
household hint, that nutmeg is not good 
for the garbage, but does the same thing 
apply to other kitchen spices? Or can we 
sprinkle the garbage with cinnamon, 
oregano, cumin powder, parsely, sage, 
rosemary, thyme and maybe an oc­ 
casional crumpled-up bay leaf, with im­ 
punity? 
Since the refuse collection trucks 
come around on Tuesdays and Fridays at 
my house, there may not be time for Pol­ 
ly to whip off an answer in time to avert 
a possible disaster tomorrow 
Maybe Lompoc’s genial "Mr. Clean," 
Sanitation Supt Jim Brightwell, could 
give us some emergency help on this 
matter. 
Meanwhile, if you really want to avoid 
hazards. I suggest that you take some of 
the household hints you read with a grain 
of salt. Salt, that is — not nutmeg 


The effort by this reporter to form a 
"Friends of the Botanic Garden" at Ken 
Adam Park is no mere exercise in com­ 
munity involvement, although it is that 
(First meeting scheduled Sunday, 1pm 
at Ken Adam Park.

Plants in California: 
som e 700 sp e cies, 
almost 10 per cent of 
our state s flora are 
listed therein. These 
s ta tistic s m ust be 
viewed with alarm. 
This is a terrible price 
to pay for development. In addition to 
the loss of beauty and variety, we also 
lose im portant sources of genetic 
variablity which could be put to man s 
use in the future. Let us keep the 
storehouse as complete as possible We 
must rapidly develop procedures to 
preserve natural habitats of sufficient 
size to allow these rare species to func­ 
tion without our care. In addition we 
may need to bring some species into 
cultivation to preserve their genetic 
types..." 
A botanic garden is an example first, 
of the latter type of effort and secondly 
in the case of some gardens, a limited 
variation of the wild state 
I had another example that explored 
the same general concern, although 
closer to the family table, but I couldn't 
find it Wednesday when this was written 
Simply put. experts tells us that despite 
phenomenal crop production per acre 
compared with agriculture of a genera­ 
tion ago. humans are getting by on an 
ever diminishing variety of plant life 
Preoccupation with the biggest, the best, 
the tastiest food stuffs has led to the 
neglect and the slow extinction of a 
whole catalog of food and seed 
m aterials that thrived previously 
There is also the fear that if some pest 
got to the few food species we do have, 
we might have difficulty in continuing to 
feed the world's bursting population 
There could come a day when we would 
have to fall back on some of the less 
superior species as a matter of survival. 
All this has led to proposals for seed 
banks, anything to keep our options open 
or in Sawyer's words, to retain “impor­ 
tant sources of genetic variability." 
The botanic garden holds a special 
place in the overall struggle for survival 
In the 16th and 17th centuries the first 
botanic gardens appeared in Europe as 
utilitarian facilities "devoted to the rais­ 
ing of food, fibre and medicinal plants.’ 
as G.S A. puts it in the Encyclopedia 
Britanmca. 
Readers may know that the Los 
Angeles County Arboretum in Arcadia, 
has many scientific and technical plant 
growing projects under way at all time 
Commissions for such work come from 
all levels of government and from 
business and industry. 
Again, referring to G.S.A. (Sorry I 
don’t have the full name ): "As the 
world becomes more urbanized, botanic 
gardens become increasingly recognized 
as among the important cultural 
resources of any civilized nation." 
As envisaged by this reporter, the 
botanic garden in Ken Adam Park will be 
much more modest than any other 
si mi l ar f acil ity I know of. but 
nevertheless it can serve our needs well 
By refurbishing the pathways, restor­ 
ing the identification markers and by ex 
panding the plantings we can go a long 
way toward providing the kind of plat­ 
form that our plant and botanical experts 
need for their outdoor classrooms. 


Thsre are many decisions to be made 
Would the organization meet quarterly9 
have very minimal dues? and provide 
what services9 I note that the Santa Bar­ 
bara Botanic Garden sends its members 
a small plant each year at Christmas 
time. Someone here has also suggested 
that membership cards for the charter 
members could be a leaf sealed in 
plastic. There’d have to be some way to 
incorporate the name of the garden and 
the name of the member and the date
